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NOTES FROM LOCAL BRANCHES 

California. — At a meeting held April 17, the local branch 
adopted the following resolution: 

"The University of California Branch of the Association heartily approves the 
proposal to establish a League of Nations, and it most earnestly expresses the 
hope that the United States Senators from the State of California will actively 
support this proposal." 

Johns Hopkins. — The annual meeting of the local branch was 
held April 4. H. S. Jennings was elected chairman and J. M. Vincent, 
secretary, for the year. Addresses were made by Professor A. 0. 
Love joy on the present status of the Carnegie insurance plans, 
and by Professor Barnett on Fellowships in American Universities. 

Indiana. — The following topic is proposed by the Indiana 
Local Branch for discussion by the members of the Association: 

"In view of the varying local conditions and special problems that confront 
every educational institution which encourages research, is the present tendency 
toward the over-organization and centralization of control of the research 
agencies of this country, aside from the possibly greater immediate results, in 
the long run educationally wise?" 

Nevada. — A definite plan for increasing salaries has been adopted 
by the state legislature providing for a ten to twenty per cent, ad- 
vance, to take effect about the beginning of the next college year. 

Ohio State University. — The following interesting plan is 
reported : 

The chapter has decided to associate with itself such members of the teaching 
staff of the Ohio State University holding rank of instructor or above, as are not 
eligible for membership in the national Association, but have for three years held 
positions of teaching or research. 

Such associate members are required to pay two dollars as annual dues, and the 
chapter will subscribe in their name to the Bulletin of the National Association. 

With the exception of the right to vote upon matters submitted by the Council 
of the national Association, and to hold office, they are upon an equal footing 
with the other members. 

The workings of this plan will be followed with interest by other 
local branches. It would evidently be important that the Secretary 
should have due warning of any such expansion of the Bulletin 
subscription list, as the general adoption of this plan by other 
branches would imply.
